As a province, we experienced red shir 

positive progress during the past persons 

year, both in our social and econ¬ 
omic development. The dynamic 
growth of Alberta’s economy con¬ 
tinued and we have every confi¬ 
dence that it will continue in 1970, 
and beyond through the next dec¬ 
ade. All major areas of our econ¬ 
omy, with the exception of grain 
farming, showed substantial gains. 

Manufacturing estimates are up 
five per cent. In other economic 
developments, mineral production, 
basically crude oil, natural gas, 
and sulphur, registered an increase 
of 10 per cent. Public and private 
investment is up 12 per cent. 

Construction programs in the 
province registered a 15 per cent 
investment increase during the 
year and there will be a substan¬ 
tial carry-over of work for the 
winter months and well into the 
new year. 

Unemployment during 1969 was 
minimal and labor income con¬ 
tinued to rise. In dollar terms for 
Alberta, most figures have been 
encouraging but it is early, as era 
yet, to determine to what extent 
the apparent increases represent 
inflation and to what extent they 
are “real”. Nevertheless, 1969 was 
characterized in Alberta by its 
continued dynamic growth which, 
as mentioned earlier, should con¬ 
tinue into the 70s. 

Our over-all economy has never 
been in better condition. New man¬ 
ufacturing establishments brought 
here by the climate of business and 
opportunity — are providing new 
jobs for the thousands of people 
who are being attracted to live in 
Alberta. 

Throughout North America pro¬ 
found changes have evolved dur¬ 
ing the past decade in govern¬ 
mental policy emphasis. There has 
been a cumulating resurgence of 
concern for those groups in society 
which have received little benefit 
from the economic advances of 
the 20th century. The government 
of Alberta has been a leader in 
this new emphasis. 

There is an increasing insistence 
that more drastic and positive 
measures are necessary to reduce 
the disparity of opportunities and 
economic rewards as between the 
generally affluent and the gener¬ 
ally underprivileged groups. 

The current concern for the un¬ 
derprivileged, undereducated, low 
income, low opportunity groups, 
is reflected in the new concerns 
and new programs in various de¬ 
partments of the government. 

At the same time the dampen¬ 
ing effects of the increasing bur¬ 
dens of taxation on general econ¬ 
omic development are being recog¬ 
nized. The Alberta government at 
least, continues to take a strong 
view toward a balanced budget.

Offers New 
First Aid Courses 


at these and various other centres 
in Alberta. 

An advanced first aid course will 
be introduced next fall that would 
be used mostly by industry, where 
the first aid man is to be highly 
skilled. 

Even with the changes in the 
first aid itraining.program, the St. 
John home nursing and child care 
courses will continue. 


Changes in modern day medi¬ 
cine, treatment and facilities, has 
brought about a change in the 
teaching of first aid by St. John 
Ambulance. Two new training pro¬ 
grams will be introduced at the 
first of the year. Modern demands 
by industry and the public, a com¬ 
bination of transportation, ambul¬ 
ance service, communication and 
mobility of modern society has 
brought on a modernized first aid 
program without losing quality. 
Training will be done in less time 
and be a more meaningful course 
for basic knowledge. 

The present method of awarding 
certificates, vouchers, medallions 
and labels will be discontinued 
and replaced by an emergency 
first aid course and standard 
first aid, with a certificate valid 
for three years instead of the pres¬ 
ent five years. 

The emergency course will be 
eight hours in length instead of 
the present 14-hour course. It will 
give elementary procedures of life 
saving skills for use in case of 
household or domestic accidents, 
poisoning and drowning. It will 
use the book Fundamentals Of 
First Aid, films, bandages tor 
practicing, dressings and demon¬ 
strate artificial respiration. The 
course will be $6, compared to 
the present $5.25. 

The standard course is more in¬ 
volved and will give the knowl¬ 
edge required for more complete 
first aid training. The text book to 
be used is First Aid To The In¬ 
jured, second Canadian edition. 
This will be Supplemented by the 
use of bandages for slings, pres¬ 
sure bandages and splints. Films, 
stretcher techniques and the use 
of a training mannequin to prac¬ 
tice artificial respiration, are part 
of the program. 

The standard course will be 16 
hours and give the same training 
and examination level as it now 
takes for the medallion. Attaining 
a medallion meant taking the first 
aid course three times, at $5.25 
each, with tougher examinations 
each time to acquire the higher 
standing in first aid training. The 
new program will only be $10. 
Workmen’s Compensation board’s 
agree the basic requirements in 
first aid acros Canada should be 
the St. John Ambulance standard 
course. 

Instructor seminars will be held 
at several locations, including Ed¬ 
monton on Jan. 17, 1970, Calgary 
Jan. 24 and others in Grande 
Prairie, Hinton, Vauxhall and Pin- 
cher Creek. 

The organization of public train¬ 
ing courses will be through the 
local branches of St. John Am¬ 
bulance in Edmonton. Red Deer. 
Calgary, Lethbridge, Medicine Rat 
and taught by the 600 instructors

There is evidence that studded 
tires provide up to 10 per cent ad¬ 
ditional braking and accelerating 
performance on packed snow 
when compared with regular tires.

Inroduced in Norh America only 
a few years ago, studded tires are 
now in extensive use. Their advan¬ 
tage and limitations are spelled 
out in the Winter Tire Education 
campaign being sponsored by the 
Canada Safety Council in co-opera¬ 
tion with the Rubber Association 
of Canada. 


Motorists are alerted to the 
gradual loss in the stud’s biting 
power as they become worn. 

The studded tires which offer 
motorists such a substantial im¬ 
provement in braking and accel¬ 
erating on ice and packed snow 
at temperatures near the freezing 
mark can be used without restric¬ 
tion in Quebec, Alberta, Saskatch¬ 
ewan and New Brunswick. 

They may be used between Oct¬ 
ober l and April 30 in Ontario, 
Manitoba, British Columbia; be¬ 
tween October 15 and April 15 in 
Nova Scotia; between November 
1 and April 30 in Prince Edward 
Island and between December 1 
and April 15 in Newfoundland. 

Snow tires equipped with studs 
are prohibited on the front wheels 
only in Ontario and B.C. The Can¬ 
ada Safety Council suggests that 
as a safety measure, studded tires 
shrould be fitted to either the rear 
wheels only or to all wheels, not 
to front wheels only.
